A Negro Tough Shot at the 
City Gardens. : 


Two Black Sports Engage in a Des- 
perate Fight. 


They Are Finally Parted By Their 
Friends. 


But One Sneaks Off and Arms Himself With a 
Big Sixshooter—He Puts a Hole Through 
His Brother’s Head — Ho 
May Recover. 


There was a big negro picnic yesterday 
at the City Gardens, and the reveiries were 
prolonged into the night. The entire 
crowd was comfortably full of tanglefoot, 
and as the night grew on apace, they be- 
came rather hilarious, About 10 o’clock 
there was a general free row, in which 
some blood was spilled, but nothing serious. 

Shortly after the row, “Big Douglas,” a 
well-known negro, who was for a long time 
a bar-tender in the negro saloon, on Los 
Angeles street, near First, went into an 
eating-stand kept by one Kinney Brown, 
also colored, and bought some goods, After 
he had gotten his fill he started off without 
paying for it, and Brown asked him for the 
money. With that a war of words began, 
and ended by Douglas grabbing up

and making for Brown with blood in his 
eyes. Brown was wary,: however, and 
when Douglas got close enough get in one 
good right-hander on him and knocked 
him down. Douglas came to time again 
and started to make another break when 
bystanders interfered and stopped them. 

Douglas went out into the ballroom and 
it was supposed that the row was over, but 
Brown panne a pistol, and going into 
the baliroom walked up to Douglas and 
without a word pulled the “gun” and fired. 
Instantly there was a great commotion in 
the hall among the dusky 

BEAUX AND BELLES, 
and when the smoke cleared away it was 
found that Douglas had been struck by the 
bullet in the left cheek and dangerously 
wounded. 

Officer Warner, who was stationed at the 
gardens, rushed in and disarmed the shooter 
and placed him under arrest, but the 
fighter had his blood up and didn’t want to 
go. A telephone message was sent in to the 
police station and Officer McCarthy went 
out. When he arrived Brown was still un- 
willing to but the officer persuaded him 
that he had better come along quietly, and 
he finally consented. 

A HACK 
was procured and he was taken to the sta- 
tion. He didn’t want to be locked up and 
demanded bail, and the Cnief was sent for 
to decide whether or not he could be ad- 
mitted to bail. The Chief said he couldn’t, 
and Brown was put behind the bars. 

Douglas was put into a hack and taken to 
a place on Aliso street, where his wound 
was examined. It was pronounced dan- 
gerous, but not necessarily fatal.

‘LYNCH LAW. 


AN OULD DOOUMENT THAT WAS 
NEVEK GIVEN TOTHE WORLD. 


Why a Number of Men Were Hung in 
San Francisco—An Order that 
Was Issued by the Celebrated Vig- 

eilance Committee ofthe Bay Oity. 


There is a gentleman in this city who has 
in his possession an old décument, which 
was issued by the vigilance committee of 
San Francisco in 1856. When the commit- 
tee was organized that city was full of 
thieves and murderers, and it was almost 
impossible to find an honest officer. The 
committee hung and shota great many men 
within the space of a few months, and ran 
several thousand out of the city. The foi- 
lowing address has never been published in 
this city, and may prove of interest: 
CONSTITUTION AND ADDRESS OF THE 

COMMITTEE OF VIGILANCE OF SAN 
FRANCISCO. 

San Francisco, Morning Globe Prin 
Montgomery street, Montgomery block, 1856, 

Constitution.—W HEREAS, it has become 
apparent to the citizens of San Francisco 
that there isno security for life and prop- 
erty, either under the regulations of society, 
as it at present exists, or under the laws as 
now administered, and that by the associa- 
tion together of bad characters our ballot- 
boxes have been stolen and others substi- 
tuted or stuffed with votes that were never 
polled, and thereby our elections nullified— 
our dearest rights violated and no other 
method left by which the will of the people 
can be manifested: 

Therefore, those citizens whose names are 
hereunto attached do unite themselves into 
an assuciation for the maintenance of the 
peace and good order of society—the preven- 
tion and purishment of crime—the preserva- 
tion of our iives and property, and to insure 
that vur ballot-boxes shall hereafter express: 
the actual and unforged will of the 
majority of our citizens: and we do 
bind ourselves each unto the other 
by a solemn oath, todo and perform every 
just and lawful act for the maintenance of 
law and order, and to sustain the laws 
when taithfully and properly administered. 
But we are determined that no thief, bur- 
giar, incendiary, assassin,  ballot-box 
stuffer, or other disturbers of the peace, 
shall escape punishment, either by the 
quibbles of the law—the insecurity of pris- 
ons—the carelessness or corruption of the 
police, or a laxity of those who pretend to 
administer justice; and to secure the ob- 
jects of this association we do hereby 


agree: 

First—That the name and style of this as- 
sociation shall be the Committee of Vigi- 
lance, for the protection of the ballot-box, 
the lives, liberty and property of the citi- 
— and residents ot the city of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Second—That there shall be rooms for the 
deliberations of the committee, at which 
there shall be some one or more members 
of the committee appointed for the pur- 
pose, in constant attendance at all hours 
of the day and night to receive 
the report of any member of the association 
or of any other person or persons whatso- 
ever, of any actof violence donc to the per- 
son or property of any citizen of San Fran- 
cisco; and if in the judgment of the mem- 
ber or members of the committee present it 
be such an act as justines or demands the 
interference of this commit either in 
aiding inthe execution of the laws, or the 
prompt and summary punishment of the 
offender, the committee shall be at once as- 
sembled for the purpose of taking such 
action aS a majority of them, when assem- 
bled, shall determine 

Lhird—That it shall be the duty of any 
member er members of the committee on 
duty at the committee-rooms, whenever a 
general assemblage of the committee is 
deemed necessary, to cause a call tobe 
made in sucha manner as shall be found 
advisabie. 

Fourth—That whereas, an executive com- 
mittee has been chosen bythe General 
Committee, it shall be the duty of the said 
Executive Committee to deliberate and act 
upon all imporiant questions and decide 
upon the measures necessary to carry out 
the objects for which this association was 
formed. 

¥ifth—That all matters of detail and 
peperament shall be embraced in a code of 

viaws, 

Seventh—That the action of this body 
shall be entirely and rigorously free from 
all consideration of participation in the 
merits or demerits, or opinion or acts, of 
any and all ooae, political parties, or sec- 
tional divisions in the community; and 
every class or orderly citizens, or whatever 
sect, party or nativity, may me mem- 
bers of this body. No discussion of politi- 
cal, sectional or sectarian subjects shall be 
allowed in the rooms of the association. 

Eighth—That no person accused before 
this y shall be punished, until after fair 
and impartial trial and conviction. 

Ninth—That whenever the General Com- 
mittee have assembled for deliberation, the 
decision of the majority upon any questien 
that may be submitted yd ome by the Execu- 
tion Committee shall binding upon the 
whole: Provided, nevertheless, that when 
the delegates are deliberating upon the 
punishment to be awarded to any criminals, 
no vote inflicting the death penalty shall be 
binding unless passed by two-thirds of those 
present and entitled to vote. 

Tenth—That all good citizens shall be 
eligible for admission to this body, under 
such regulations as may be prescri by a 
Committee on Qualifications; and if an 
unworthy persons gain admission they shall, 
on due proof, be expelled. And, believing 
ourselves to be executor of the will of the 
of our we do pledge our 
social honor to defend and sustain each 
other in carrying out the determined action 
of this committee at the hazard of our lives 
and our fortunes.

TO THE PEOPLE OF CALIFORNIA: 

The Committee of Vigilance, placed in 
the position they now occupy by the voice 
and countenance of the vast majority of 
their fellow citizens as executors of their 
will, desire to define the necessity which 


has forced this people into their present or- 


n 
ublic emergencies demand 
prompt and vigorous remedies. The gevete 
—long suffering under an organized despot- 
ism, which has invaded their liberties, 
uandered their property, usurped their 
offices ef trust and emolument, endangered 
their lives, prevented the expression of 
their will through the ballot-box and cor- 
rupted the channels of justice—have now 
arisen in virtue of their inherent right and 
wer. All political, religious and sec- 
ional differences and issues have given 
way to the paramount necessity of a thor- 
ough and fundamental reform and purifica- 
tlon of the social and political body. The 
voice of the whole. people has demanded 
union and organization as the only means 
of making our laws effective and regaining 
the rights of free speech, free vote and pub- 
lic safety. 

For years they have patiently waited 
and strivenina peaceable manver and in 
accordance with the forms of law to reform 
the abuses which have made our city a by- 
word. Fraud and violence have foiled 
every effort, and the laws, to which the 
people looked for protection, while dis- 
torted and rendered effete in practice, so as 
to shield the vile, have been used as a pow- 
to fasten upon us tyranny and 
misrule. 

As Republicans we fook to the ballot-box 
as our safeguard and sure remedy. But so 
effectuaily and so long was its voice smoth- 
ered, the votes deposited in it by freemen 
so entirely outnumbered by ballots thrust in 
through fraud at midnight, or nulitied by 
the false counts of judges and inspectors of 
elections at noonday, that many doubted 
whether the majority of the people .were 
not utterly corrupt. . 

Organized gangs of bad men, of a)! politi- 
cal pay or who assumed any particular 
creed from mercenary or corrupt motives. 
have parcelled out our offices among them- 
selves, or sold them to the highest bidders; 
have provided themselves with convenient 
tools to obey their pod, as clerks, inspector> 


and judges of elections; have employed } 


bullies and professional fighters to destro; 
tally-lists by force, and prevent peaceab'« 
citizens from ascertaining, in a lawful ma.- 
ner, the true number of votes pollgt at our 
elections; 

And have used cunningly contrived 
ballet-boxes, with false sides and _ bot- 
toms, 80 prepared that by\ means of a 
spring or slide, spurious tickets, concealed 


there previous to tne election, could be 
mages with genuine votes, 

Of all this we have the most irrifragible 
proofs. Felons from other lands and States, 
and unconvicted criminals equally as bad, 
have thus controlled public fuuds and prop- 
erty, and have often amassed sudden for- 
tunes without having done arti honest day’s 
work with bead or hands. Thus the fair in- 
heritance of our city has been embezzled 
and squandered—our streets and wharves 
are in ruins, and the miserable entailment 
of an enormous debt will bequeath sorrow 
and poverty to another generation. . 

The jury-box has been tampered with 
and‘our jury trials have been made to shield 
the hundreds of murderers whose red hands 
have cemented this rene , and silenced 
with the bowie-knife and the pistol not 
only the free voice of an indignant press, 
but the shuddering rebuke of the outraged 
citizen. 

‘To our shame be it said that the inhabi- 
tants of distant lands already know that 
corrupt men in office as well as gamblers, 
shoulder-strikers and other yile tools of 
ubserupulous leaders, beat, maim and shoot 
down with impunity, as well peaceable and 
unoffending citizens, as those earnest re- 
formers, whe, at the known hazard of their 
lives, and with singleness of heart have 
sought in a lawful manner to thwart 
schemes of public plunder or to awaken 
investigation. Embodied in the principles 
of Republican governments are the truths 
that the majority should rule, and that 
when corrupt officials, who have fraudu- 
lently siezed the reigus of authority, 
designediy thwart the execution of the 
laws and avert punishment from the no- 
toriously guilty, the power they usurp 
reverts back to the people from whom it 
was wrested. 

Realizing these truths, and confident that 
they were carrying out the will of the vast 
majority of the citizens of this country, the 
Committee of Vigilance, under a solemn 
sense of the respousibility that rested upon 
them, have calmly and ~ dispassionately 
weighed the evidences before them and de- 
creed the death of some and banishment of 
others, who, by their crimes and villainies 
had stained our fair land. With those that, 
were banished this comparatively moderate 
punishment was chosen, not because igno - 
minious death was not deserved, but that 
the error, if any, might surely be upon the 
side of mercy tothe criminal. There were 
others scarcely less guilty, against whom 
the same punishment bas been decreed, but 
they have been allowed further time to ar- 
range for their final departure, and with the 
hope that permission to depart voluntarily 
might induce repentance, aud repentance 
amendment, they have been suffered te 
choose within certain limits their own time 
and method of going. 

Thus far, and throughout their arduous 
duties, they have, and will be, guided by 
the most conscientious convictions of im- 

rative duty: and they earnestly hope that 
n endeavoring to mete out merciful jus- 
tice te the guilty their counsels may be 
guided by that power betore whose tribunal 
we shal! all stand; that in the vicissitudes 
of after life, amid thecalm reflections of 
old age, andin the clear view of dying 
conscience, there may be found nothing we 
would regret or wish to change. 

We have no friends to reward, no ene- 
— to punish, no private ends to accom- 
plish. 

Our single, heartfelt aim is the public 
good; the purging from our community of 
those abandoned characters whose actions 
have been evi! continually, and have finally 
foreed upon us the efforts we are now mak- 


ing. 

We have no favoritism as a bodv, nor 
shall there be evinced, in any of our acts, 
either partiality for, or prejudice against, 
any race, sect or party. 

While thus far we have not discovered on 
the part of our constituents any indica 
tions of lack of confidence, and have no 
reason to doubt that the great majority of 
the inhabitants of the county indorse 
our acts, and desire us to con.unue 
the work of weeding out the irre- 
claimable characters from the community, 
we have with deep regret seen that some of 
the State authorities have felt it their duty 
to organize a foree to resist us, It 1s not 
impossible for us to realize that not only 
those who have sought place with a view to 
public plunder, but also those gentlemen 
who, in accepting offices to which they were 
honestly elected, have sworn to wy the 
laws of the State of California, find it diffi- 
cult_to reconcile their rat duties with 
acqulesence in the acts of the Committee of 
Vigilance, since they do not reflect that 
perhaps more than three-fourths of the peo- 
* of the entire State sympathize with and 

ndorse our efforts,and as that all law 
emanates from the people, so that when the 
laws thus enacted are not executed the 
power returns tothe people and is theirs 
whenever they may choose to exercise it. 
These gentlemen would not have hesitated 
to acknowledge the self-evident truth had 
the people chosen to make their present 
movement a complete revolution, recalled 
all power they had delegated and re- 
iss it to new agents under new forms. 

Now, because the people have not seen fit 
to resume all the powers they have confided 
to executive or legislative officers, it cer- 
tainly does not follow that they cannot, in 
the exercise of their inherent sovereign 
power, withdraw from corrupt and unfaith- 
ful servants the authority they nave used to 
thwart the ends of justice. 

The officers whose mistaken sense of 
duty leads them te array themselves against 
the determined action of the people, whose 
servants they have become, may be re- 
spected while their errors may be regretted, 
but none can envy the future reflections of 
that man who, whether in the heat of ma- 
lignant passion, or with the vain hope of 
preserving by violence a position obtained 
through fraud and bribery, seeks under the 
color of Jaw to enlist the outcasts of soci- 
ety asa hireling soldiery in the service of 
the State, or urges criminals, by hopes of 
plunder, to continue, at the cost of civil 
war, the reign of ballot-box stuffers, sub- 
orners of witnesses, and tamperers with the 


e Committee of Vigilance believe that 
the people have entrusted to them the du 
of gathering evidence, and after due trial, 
expelling from the community those ruf- 
fians and assassins who have so long out- 
raged the peace and good order of society 
violated the ballot-box, overridden law an 
thwarted justice. Beyond the duties in- 
cident to this, we do not desire to interfere 
with the details of government. Our 
labors have been arduous, our deliberations 
have been cautious, our determinations 
firm, Our scounsels prudent, our motives 
pure; andewhile regretting the imperious 
necessity which called us into action, we 
are anxious that this necessity should exist 
no longer; and when our labors shall have 
been accomplished, when the community 
shall be freed from the evils it has so long 
endured; when we have insured to our 
citizens an honest and vigorous protection 
of their rights, then, the Committee of 
Vigilance will find great pleasure in. re- 
signing their power into the hands of the 
people from whom it was received.

ADDRESS OF THE IRISH-AMER- 
ICAN ANTI-F REE TRADERS. 


Repudiation of the Claim of the Dem- 
ocratic Party to the Hight of the 
Irish-American Suffrages—Neither 
Evasion nor Double Dealing This 
Time. 


The Irish-American Anti-Free-Trade 

League have issued an address to their 
countrymen throughout the United 
‘States. This league is composed of 
many of the ablest and most promi- 
nent Irishmen in this country. We 
ask the candid attention of our Irish 
fellow-citizens to the following ex- 
tracts from the address referred to: 

In view of the approaching Presi- 
dential election, we desire to direct 
your earnest attention to the great im- 

of the consequences involved 
erein. 

And first of all we enter our protest 
against the claim su otten made that 

. the Democratic party is entitled as by 

right to demand the suffrages of Irish- 

, Americans, and we emphatically re- 

_ pudiate every such claim as derogatory 

to our citizenship and insulting to our 

‘ manhood. The primary obedience of 

the citizens to the republic—the em- 

iment of our national sovereignty, 

in presence of which obligations to 
party sink into insignificance. 


Two parties are asking our support, 
and one great issue on which depends 
in an especial manner the prosperity or 
adversity of the workingmen of Amer- 
ica is at stake. That issue involves 
the abandonment of protection to 
American industry and the adoption 
- English free trade or low tariff in its 
place. 

There can be neither evasion nor 
double dealing thistime. Mr. Cleye- 
land has written the platform of his 
party in his free-trade message, and he 
must stand or fall on it. The fact that 
his opinions are eulogized and sup- 
ported by the English press, and the 

eculiar manner in which the Mills 
ariff Bill has been prepared under 
his directions, ought to arouse the sus- 
fpicions of the American people. As if 
declare hostility to the great manu- 
facturing States of New York, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island, their represeutatives 
are contemptuously excluded from the 
Committee of Ways and Means, whose 
duty it is to formulate all revenue and 
tariff measures, and the places which 
(by reason of the vast interests they 
gay they ought to occupy, are 
filled by tree traders from agricultural 
and semi-agricultural States. 

After four months of secret consulta- 
tions with members of the English 
Cobden Club and agents of British im- 
|g houses, and persistent refusals 

hear American workingmen who de- 

sired to save their industries from de- 
struction, the free-trade majority of 
said committee have presented a bill 
which, if passed, will utterly ruin sev- 
eral of our — industries, and in- 
jure them all. | 

Let it not be forgotten that the 
framers of this bill, radical as it is, 
have not dared to go as far in the 
direction of English free trade as Mr. 
Cleveland demanded in his message, 

‘thus showing that instead of being 
better than his party he is far worse. 
But if he should be reélected his 
‘‘vicious, inequitable and_ illogical’ 
schemes against our dearest interests 
will be carried out to the fullest ex- 
tent, and workingmen will be aban- 
doned to unequal competition with the 
pauper-paid laborers of Europe, who 
aré daily crowding our shores to escape 
from the degraded condition to which 
Mr. Cleveland’s proBritish licy 
would speedily reduce us. With the 
experience of the past three years be-

error of 1884? If any further proof of 
Mr. Cleveland’s subserviency to British 
interests is necessary they can be found 
in his un-American conduct in the 
fishery and extradition treaties. . . . 
An extradition treaty has been pre- 

ared by the Tory Government of 
England, aided and assisted by Mr. 
Cleveland’s friend and appointee, Min- 
_ ister Phelps, who has given his approval 

to the brutal coercion policy of Salis- 
bury and Balfour, assuring them that 
the causé of the tortured people of 
Ireland has no sympathizers in America 
but the Irish themselves. 

The effect of this treaty would be to 
flood America with British spies, who 
might cause the arrest here of an 
Irishman or American who had visi 
Ireland and made himself obnoxious to 
the British Government; and 1f by per- 
jury or otherwise a case could be made 
against a person so arrested, he would 
be turned over to the tender mercies of 
English law. It is almost incredible 
that Mr. Cleveland, who owes the posi- 


tion he holds to frish votes, could give 


his support to this infamous treaty, 
but, nevertheless, it is true. 

During Joseph Chamberlain’s resi- 
dence in Washington said treaty was 
sent.to the Senate with his (Mr. Cleve- 
‘Jand’s) approval, and we owe its post- 
-ponement and sible defeat to the 
Repupliean majority in the Senate. It 
must be remembered, however, that 
his reélection and a Democratic ma- 
jority in the Senate will secure the 
ratification of that treaty and another 
diplomatic victory for Great Britain. 
Now, to show how well Joseph Cham- 
berlain was rewarded for his eminent 
services to his Government, it should 
be well known and widely circulated 
that he is largely interested in the 
manufacture of tin plates, wood screws 
and cotton thread, and that the Cleve- 
land-Mills Tariff Bill proposes to estab- 
lish free trade in tin plates, and to re- 
duce the duty on wood screws and cot- 
ton thread so low as to ruin those in- 
dustries in America and give Cham- 
berlain and other English manufactur- 
ers a monopoly of our market.

A careful mathe- 
matician has figured that if San Pedro is 
giver all the improvement it asks for, its 
Los Angeles freight wil! cost 70 cents per 
ton more, delivered, than if unlcaded at 
San Diego and hauled in cars over the new 
short line. Los Angeles and all interven- 
ing territory will always be tributary to this 
harbor. ‘“ Money” will not ** make a harbor 
at San Pedro,” or anywhere else where na- 
—_ has not first made the necessary pro- 
visions, 


San Diego had better devote its at- 
tention to the development of its own 
resources and the building up of its 
own tradé, which one of its leading citi- 
zens recently described as the export- 
ing of ‘*money, sand and empty beer bar- 
rels.””> Los Angeles is fully able to take 
care of itself. The Southerr- Pacific 
Company would not undertake to spend 
a couple of million dollars at San 
Pedro, as they propose to do, if a first- 
class harbor could not be made tkere. 
Los Angeles is and will ever remain 
Facile princeps the leading city of South- 
ern California. A proof of this may be 
found in the fact that Los Angeles i1n- 
side property is the only property in 
Southern California that has not only 
held its own during the past six. 
months, but has increased in value. 
Los Angeles will have three or four 
good, roomy and safe harbors, before 
the bay of San Diego is overcrowded 
with vessels. These facts may not be 
palatable to our biloviating and jaun- 
diced southern friends, but they are 
true nevertheless. 


Prohibition and Hypocrisy. 


The Ontario Observer says that in- 
sinuations have come to its notice oc- 
casionally during the last two months 
that intoxicating liquers are being dis- 
pensed on the sly in that town. It rec- 
ommends that a vigilance committee be 
appointed and the services of a de- 
tective secured for the purpose of a 
thorongh investigation. 

If the Observer were not either help- 
lessly or wilfully biind it would not 
need the services of a detective to con- 
vince it that, for those who desire to 
obtain it, there is very little difficulty 
in getting liquor either in Ontario, 
Riverside, Pasadena, or any other of 
the strict prohibition towns. The only 
difference is that a person must ‘learn 
the ropes,”’ and get his glass of beer or 
whisky in a roundabout, underhand 
manner, eitber in the shape of a pre- 
scription by the doctor—paid for with 
a drink—or otherwise. While prohi- 
bition does not prohibit, it breeds hy- 
pocrisy and destroys that self-respect 
which has ever been one of the most 
prominent traits of American charac- 
ter. High license and a strict police 
supervision of places where liquor is 
sold will be found to be the only prac- 
tical solution of the liquor question.

In@ public speech in Columbus in 
1872, Judge Thurman said: 


My friends, vou will never have any genu- 
ine reform in the civil service until you 
adopt the one-term principle in reference to 
the Presidency. So long as the incumbent 
can hope for a second term, he will use the 
immense patronage of the Government to 
procure his renomination and secure his 
reGieciion, In public as in private 
affairs, experience is coustantly developing 
truths that cannot with safety be over- 


looked. it has developed the fact that the 
one-term principle is essential to purity in 
the civil administration of the Republic. I 


repeat, until that principle be adopted and 
— upon, you will have no genuine re- 
orm. 


If ‘“*the one-term principle is,” in 
Judge Thurman’s judgment, ‘“‘essen- 
tial to purity in the civil administra- 
tion of the Republic,’’ why is he now 
monkeying with the two-term princi- 
ple? Is “purity in the civil adminis- 
tration of the Republic” any less de- 
sirable now than it was in 1872, or does 
the “honest old Roman’ prescribe ene 
principle for his ‘friends’? while he 
himself practices the other? He re- 
peats that ‘‘until the one-term princi- 
ple be adopted and acted upon you 
will have no genuine reform.’”’ Then 
by supporting the two-term scheme of 
Mr. Cleveland, Judge Thurman is con- 
fessedly doing what he can to prevent 
the country from having any ‘“‘genuine 
reform.”’ 


IT is well to remember that wool can 
be raised in Australia at half the cost 
of raising it here. In India cotton can 
be raised at very small cost.

Before adjourning the 
sommittes voted to meet in New York city, 
at the Murray Hill Hotel, at i0 o’clock on 
Saturday morning, for the purpose of ar- 
tanging the programme for the notification 
of Hon. Levi P. Morton, At 11:50 the dele- 
gation proceeded in carriages to the home 
»f Gen. Harrison. 

Hon. Russell Harrison and Capt. M. F. 
McLean met the delegates at the door and 
escorted them through the hall into the 
parior, being the center room between the 
drawing room and library. The latter room 
and hallways were crowded with friends 
and neighbors of General Harrison, includ- 
ing many ladies. When the committee,had 


‘all entered the room, at°12 o’clock, Gen. 


Harrison and. his wife came downstairs. 
Just as Mrs. Harrison reached the last step 
she tripped and fell on her knees, but the 
General assisted her to rise, and with ad- 
mirable composure the distinruished lady 
took the General’s arm and entered the par- 
lor amid respectful silence, 
CHAIRMAN ESTEER’S ADDRESS. 

As the ladies took their positions beside 
Gen. Harrisun, Chairman Estee stepped for- 
ward and in a splendid voice said: 

“Gen. Harrison: We are commissioned 
by the National Republican Convention to 
officially notify you of your nomination as 
the Republican candidate for President 
of the United States. In doing this we 
may be permitted to remind you that vour 
selection met the hearty approval of the 
whole convention. It left no embittered 
feelings or lukewarm supporters, and its 
action voiced the average and best judg- 
ment of the convention. It is true that dis- 
\inguished gentlemen, well known to the 
people, who were experienced in public 
affairs, illustrious in character anda worthy 
of the pooms's confidence and support, 
were before the convention as candidates, 
and yet you were chosen. Nor was your 
faomination due to accident or the result of 
nasty or inconsiderate deliberation. It in- 
dicated, rather, that you possessed in an 
eminent degree those peculiar qualities 
which commend you tothe people’s favor. 
in the hour of our country’s peril you 
sheerfully accepted an humble position in 
the army when your country needed you; 
wnd by long and faithful service rose toa 
aigher command and assumed graver re- 
4ponsibilities. Elected to the United 

tates Senate, your enlightened and 
conservative statesmanship commmanded 
the respect and inspired the con- 
fidence of the American people. 
The platform adupted by the National Re- 
publican Convention marks out with clear- 
ness and precision the creed of the party. 
The American system of protection to 
American labor and American products in 
American markets; the sacredness and 
purity of the ballot; the protection of 
American citizens, native and adopted, at 
nome and abroad, on land and sea; the pro- 
hibition of Chinese immigration; the build- 
ing up of our navy; the erection of coast 
detenses and the special care of old soldiers 
and sailors of the Repubiic, are questions 
which occupy a conspicuous place in our 

latform, “hese and other subjects re- 
erred to in our platform will doubtless re- 
ceive your careful consideration. In con- 
clusion, we beg to express our persunal sat- 
istaction at —_ nomination, and we in- 
dulge the belief that your election is al-, 
ready assured.”’ 
GEN. HARRISON’S REPLY. 

When Mr. Estee had concluded, Gen. 
Harrison read his reply from manuscript in 
a full, rich voice, as follows: 


“Mr. Chairman, and Gentlemen of the 
Committee: The official notice which 
ou have brought of the nominatien eon- 
erred upon me by the Republican National 
Convention, recently in session at Chicago, 
excites emotions of a profound though 
somewhat conflicting character. That 
after full deliberation and free consulta- 
tion the representatives of the Republican 
party of the United States should have con- 
cluded that the general principles enun- 
ciated in the platform adopted by the con- 
vention could be in some measure confided 
to my care, is an honor of which I am 
deeply sensible and for which 1 am very 
teful. 1 donot assume or believe that 

e choice implies that the conveution 
found in me any preéminent fitness or ex- 
ceptional fidelity to the principles of gov- 
ernment ty which we are fully pledged. 
My satisfaction with the result would be 
altogether lost if that result had been 
reached by any unworthy method or by the 
disparagement of more eminent men, who 
divided with me the suffrages of the con- 
vention. accept the nomination 
with so deep a_ sense of the dig- 
nity of the office and of the gravity of 
its duties and responsibilities as altogether 
to exclude any feeling of exultation or 
ride. The principles of government and 
e practices in administration, upon which 
the issues are now fortunately so clearly 
made, are so important in their relations to 
national and individual prosperity that we 
may expect an unusual popular interest in 
the campaign. Relying wholly upon the 
considerate jud ment of our feliow-citizens 
and the grace of Gud, we will confiden'ly 
wobmit our cause to the arbitramen’ of a 
free ballot. The day you have chosen for 
this visit suggests no thougits that are not 
‘n harmony with the occasion. ‘The Re- 


party has walked in the light of 


e Declaration of Independence. It has 
erected the shaft of patriotism upon the 
foundation laid at Bunker Hill. It has 
made a more perfect Union secure by mak- 
ing all men free. Washington at Yorktown 
and Lincoln at Appomattox, the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the proclamation 
of emancipation are naturally and worthily 
associated in our thoughts today. As soon 
as may be possible i shall by letter com- 
munieate to your chairman a more formal 
acceptance of the nomination; but it is 
popes to. say that I have already examired 

e platform with some care, and that its 
declarations, to some of which your chair- 
man has alluded, are in harmony with my 
views. It gives me pleasure, gentlemen, 
to receive youin my home, and to thank 

ou for the cordial manner in which you 
ave conveyed your official messaye.”’ 

Long and hearty reéchoed 
tnrough the house as Gen. Harrison con- 
cluded his address, and reaching forth cor- 
dially grasped the extended hand of Chair- 
man Estee, who then presented bim with an 
official copy of his notification. The secre- 
tary then handed the General an engrossed

THE TIPPECANOE VETERANS CALL. 

This will be a memorable day for Gen. 
Harrison and his wife, as, aside from the 
Official notification of his nomination, he 
was the recipient of congratulations from a 
source of such an unique character, the 
like of which few men have known, The 
Tippecanoe Club of this (Marion) county is 
a political organization composed entirely 
of veterans of William Henry Harrison’s 
campaigns of 1836 and 1840. At a largely- 
attended meeting of the club _ held 
on the 4th of January last Judge 
Jacob B. Julian presented a_ resolu- 
tion indorsin and urging Hon. 
Benjamin Harrison for President of the 
United States in the present campaign. This 
resolution was unanimously adopted, and 
the club never ceased active efforts to 
secure Gen. Harrison’s nomination. On 
the 27th of June last club held a rati- 
fication ey and tt was resolved that 
on the Fourth of July they would visit Gen. 
Harrison at his residence and present their 
engrossed resolution of last January, with 
an address of congratulation. In fulfillment 
of this purpose, 91 members reported for Guty 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. early all the 
members are from 75 to 80 years old, while 
Fathers Lynch and Jameson, who were 
present, have sed fourscore years and 
ten. Shortly after 5 o’clock they marched 
arrison’s yard with President 
Isaac Taylor in the lead, and were met at 
the door by Gen. and Mrs, Harrison. As 
each véteran entered he was heartily and 
affectionately welcomed by Gen. Harrison, 
who was greatly moved by their fatherly 
zeal and devotion. Accompanying the vet- 
erans were 100 or more citizens and friends 
of Gen. Harrison. When all had entered 
the house the old Tippecano3s banner was 
brought ought out amid the cheers of the 
veterans. 

THE GENERAL’S ADDRESS. 

After each veteran haa told Gen. Har- 
rison something about his grandfather, Dr. 
George W. New presented the formal ad- 
dress of congratulation on behalf of the 
club, to which Gen. Harrison feelingly re- 
plied as follows: 

“I am very deeply touched by your visit 
today. The respect and confidence of such 
ab of men is a crown. Many of you 
have Known me since [ first came to In- 
dianapolis. I count you my friends. [Cries 
of “Yes, sir, we are!’’] now that at the 
beginning your respect and confidence 
was builded upon the respect, and even the 
affection, may I not say, which you bore 
my grandfather. [A voice, ‘Yea, that is 
true.’]} Mayjl not, without self-laudation, 
now say that updn that foundation you 
have since created a modest structure of 
respect tor me. [Cries of ‘Yes, we have: 
that’s the talk.’] Icame among you with 
the heritage, I trust of a good name [cries 
of ‘That’s so; good stock’|}, such as all of 
yee enjoy. It was the only inheritance that 

ad been transmitted in our family. I 
think you recollect, and perhaps it was 
that as much as aught else that drew your 
choice in 1840 to the Whig candidate for 
the Presidency, that he came ont of Vir- 
ginia to the West with no fortune but the 
sword he bore and drew here in defense of 
our frontier home. He transmitted little to 
his descendants but the respect he had won 
trom his fellow-citizens. It seems to be a 
settled habit iu our family to leave nothing 
else to our children.”” [Laughter and cries 
of “That's enough.’’} 

“My friends, [am a thorough believer in 
the American test of character. The rule 
must be applied to a man’s own life when 
his stature is taken. He will not build high 
who does not build for himself. I believe 
also in American opportunity, which puts 
the starry sky above everybads’s heaa and 
sets his foot on the ladder which 
he may climb until his strength 
gives out. I thank you cordially for your 
greeting and for this tender of your help in 
the campaign. It wil! add ue gy f and 
strength to the campaign when it is found 
that the zealous, earnest and intelligent co- 
operation of men of mature years like you 
is given toit. The Whig party to which 
you belonged had but one serious fauit, 
there were not eaough of them after 
1840. [Laughter and applause.| We have 
since received in ourranksin a new and 
greater party, to which you now belong. 
There are accessions from those who were 
then our opponents, and we how upnite 
with them in defense of the principles 
which were dear to you as Whigs, which 
were indeed the cherished and distinguish- 
ing hay <r of the Whig party, and 
in the olden and  Obetter time of 
the Democratic party also. Chief among 
these were a reverent devotion to 
the Constitution and flag, and a firm faith 
in the benefits of a protective tariff. If in 
some of the States under a sudden and mad 
impulse, some of the Whigs, who stood 
with you in the campaign of 1840, to which 
you have referred, wandered from us, may 
we not send to them today the greet- 
ings of these their old associates, 
and invite them to come again _ into 
the fold. And now, gentlemen, [ thank you 
again for 7 visit, and would be glad if 
you would remain with us for a little per- 
sonal intercourse.” 

At the conciusion of Gen. Harrison’s re- 
marks Mrs. Harrison came forward and in- 
vited the veterans to partake of a lunch, 
which they did with evident relish. It was 
dusk before the pleasant party broke up.

Toads with Alieged torns. 
{Ojai Valley View.| 

Campers in the Matilija Cafion have 
a world of amusement in prospecting 
for the horned toad, which little crea- 
ture is evidently misnamed—as to the 
horns, at least. Around its thick, 
short neck, like a cap fitting over the 
head, is a fringe of flesh, growing out 
like horns, to the extent of an eighth 
of an inch, and it has a tail about an 
inch in length. As this is about the 
only creature that a fly will not light 
upon, itis curious to know what the 
narrative is there for. This species of 
toad can jump farther for a fly, and 
with more unerring aim, than the toad 
without the hora; his eyes somewhat 
resemble those of the conejo de jack; its 
head is carved like that of a billy goat; 
feet, with talona like an eagle; is very 
friendly witb everything except a fly, 
aod readily becomes a pet, soatainals 
understanding the human voice. ‘This 
species of toad is colder than the ordi- 
nary toad—all frogs are cold—and is of 
a dark, greenish color, rugged skin, 
chipped, or scaled, on the pattern of an 
alligator’s hide.
